Carol yesterday admitted responsi- 
bility for a manifesto printed in Lon- 
don which declared that he awaited 
only a call from Rumania to assume 
its throne in place of his young son, 
Michael. 

In an earlier edition the newspaper 
had said that the British government 
had warned Prince Carol that he must

Late editions of other London morn- 
ing newspapers also said 
British government had decided to re- 
quest Carol to leave the country. 

The Mail says that this decision 
was reached after a conference be- 
tween officials of the foreign office 
and home office. A Scotland Yard 
officer was sent to Godstone, where 
the prince was visiting, but found 
Carol was attending a moving picture 
perforniance in “sondon. 

Later,. the newspaper says, Sir 
Windham Childs, assistant commis- 
sioner of the metropolitan police, and

midnight and saw the officers. 

The Mail quotes the prince as say- 
ing afterward that he was surprised 
that the government had disapprov- 
ed of his activities here. 

The action upon which the British 
government has decided, according to 
the newspapers, would be in accord- 
ance with the usual pro@edure when 
a foreigner has used English terri- 
tory as the center for intrigues against 
mp friendly government.

Compromise Bill 
On Flood Control 


Fear of Veto Said To 
Have Brought Changes; 
Act Will Be Redrafted 
and Presented. 


Washington, May 7.—()—Missis- 
sippi river flood control legislation 
was made practically certain today 
after a conference between President 
Coolidge and house and senate con- 
ferees on the Jones bill. 

After spending more than an hour 
with the president the conferees 
amended the measure to meet tie 
objections raised by the chief execu- 
tive and submitted a new report to 
both houses. 

Chairman Reid, of the house man- 
agers, said he would ask for uction 
tomorrow with every indication that 
the house would approve the course 
taken by the conferees at their ses- 
sions both before end after they were 


summoned to the white house. 

After the house acts Senator Jones, 
republican, Washjngton, author of the 
measure and chairman of the senate 
conferees, will call the report up in 
the senate. He expects no difficulty 
in receiving senate approval and be- 
lieves the bill will be in the hands of 
the president before the end of the 
week, 

During the white house conference, 
which was attended by Major General 
Jadwin, chief of army engineers, aud 
Attorney General Sargent, Mr., Cooi- 
“ige suggested three changes in the 
bill as finally agreed upon last week 
by the conferees and these changes 
e. 

The most important was that re- 
lating to section four, added by the 
house, which requires that the United 
States provide flowage rights for de 
structive flood waters passing by rea- 
son of diversions from the main chan- 
nel of the Mississippi. 

This was amended so that the fed- 
eral government would be liable for 
flowage rights only on those lands not

C., May 
7.—(&)—Watchful “waiting was the 
policy in the upper Saluda river val- 
ley tonight while engineers, hopeful 
that the crisis had been passed at 
Table Rock cove dam, _ conside:ed 
what further measures were feasible 
to lessen danger from the sloughing 
leaks. 

With an estimated 250,000,000 gal- 
lons of water flowing out of the lake 
every 24 hours through the flood gate, 
the water main and the sloughs en- 
gineers viewed the receding water level 
with relief. On account of the sloping 
construction of the dam each foot of 
water recession means that five addi- 
tional feet of bulwark are placed be- 
tween the lake and the valley below. 

Heavy rains in the Blue Ridge wa- 


-‘|tershed may add 500,000,000 gallons 


of water to the reservoir, but since the 
water will be added slowly, officiais 
believed the new flood would do noth- 
ing more than prolong the period re- 
quired to empty the dam, 

Sloughing continued on the valley 
side of the dam but engineers esti- 
mated that should it keep up for two 
days longer there still would be more 
than 150 feet of solid earth between 
the lake and a mad rush of waters 
such as would result from a_ break. 
The fissures in the crown of the bul- 
wark ceased growing today and this 
was held to be a good omca. signify- 
ing lessening of the great stress. 


Meanwhile, however, Major Frank

Final instructions for a whirlwind 
drive were issued to more than 30 
workers of the D. A. V. fund cam- 
paign, meeting at the chamber of com- 
merce Monday afternoon.

Life of Johnny Kytle 
Probably Saved Through 
Fact That Plane Landed 
in Clump of Trees. | 


BROWN WILL CARRY 
MAIL SACKS TODAY 


Kytle Scratched and 
Bruised Is Taken to Hos- 
pital ; EscapeFrom Death 
Considered Miracle. 


Crashing into the southeast side of 
Stone mountain early Monday night 
with his speedy Pitcairn Mailwings 
plane bearing mail for New York and 
eastern points, Pilot Johnny Kytle, 
slightly injured, crawled from his com- 
pletely demolished plane and lugged 
eight bags of mail down the slick, 
perilous side of the monolith to safety. 

Taking off from Candler field short- 
ly after 7 o'clock Monday night on bis . 
way to Richmond in the most treach- 
erous sort of weather known to fliers, 
Kytle was forced to fly at an altitude 
of only 750 feet to remain below the 
low overhanging clouds in order to 
keep his bearings, and in the misty, 
ink-black darkness he drove his plane 
into the mountain. 

The ship struck a clump of trees 
on the side of the mountain, south- 
east from the side on which the Con- 
federate memoria] is being carved, and 


it is thought that the trees kept the 
pilot from certain death. The trees 
crashed to tk. side of the mountain 
with the weight and Kytle suffered 
only ‘a cut lip and skins and bruises 
on his left hand.

Fliers at Candler field said that 
Monday’s weather was perhaps the 
most dangerous known to flying, and 
that it was absolutely necessary to 
keep below the “ceiling,” the lower 
bank of clouds, and to fly low, or 
“hedge-hop” at a very low altitude in 
order to keep on the course. 

The little plateau on which the 
lane landed is known as “Buzzard’s 
Roost,” about 600 feet above the feot 
of the mountain, and is southeast of 
the place where the carving is being 
done, 

The eight sacks of mail were re 
turned to Candler field and will be 
rushed by a plane to take off at day- 
break this morning to its destination. 
The plane will be piloted by Gene 
Brown, who made the initial flight on 
the New York line exactly one week 
ago today. 

Pilots pointed out that if the United 
States department of commerce bea-. 
con, which is under construction on 
the top of the mountain, had been in 
service. the crash might have been 
avoided. 

Kytle was not the first pilot of the 
day to experience trouble on the air 
mail route due to the fog and rain, 
The plane from New Orleans became 
temporarily lost and arrived in At- 
lanta more than 40 minutes late.

“Let's see,” said Pilot Johnny Ky-

The improvement in service since the railroads were returned to the operation of 
their owners in 1920 has been so consistent and. sustained that even those in close 
touch with transportation affairs frequently underestimate the extent of that improve- 
ment. Comparison of efficiency records in these two years illustrates strikingly the 
manner in which the roads have bettered their service to the public. 
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In 1920 an average of 244% of all. freight locomotives were in “bad order,” that 
is not in condition for use. In 1927 this had been reduced to 16 2-10%, a decrease of 
33 8-10% in the number of unserviceable locomotives. In 1920 the Central of Geor- 
gia owned and operated 299 locomotives, of which a daily average of 50, or 16.6%, 
were in “bad order,” leaving only 249 locomotives in condition for usé. dn 1927 
this company owned and operated 349 locomotives. Of this total, the average daily 
percentage in bad order was 11.3, or 39 locomotives, leaving 310 available for serv- 
ice, or 61 more than in 1920.

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In 1920 an average of 7% of all this country’s freight cars were in bad order. In 
{927 this had been reduced to 5.9%, a decrease of 15.7% in the number of unserv- 
iceable cars. In 1920 the Central of Georgia owned and operated 8,841 freight cars. 
Of this number the daily bad order average was 469, or 5.3%. This left a net total 
of 8,372 cars available for daily service. In 1927 the number of freight cars owned 
by this company had increased to 9,668 while the bad order percentage had de- 
creased to 3.3%, or 319 cars. As a result of increased efficiency and the purchase of 
827 new freight cars, there were 977 more cars available for Central of Georgia pa- 


trons than in 1920. 


In 1920 the average distance traveled by a freight car was 25.1 miles per day. 
This does not mean that each loaded car traveled only~approximately one mile an 
hour, as, in computing this rate of speed, account is taken of all freight cars in serv- 
ice, including not only cars in actual transit but those in process of being loaded or 
unloaded, bad order cars undergoing or awaiting repairs, as well as cars on side 
tracks for which no load is immediately available. In 1927 this average distance had 
increased to 30.3 miles per day, a gain Of 20.7% in the effectiveness of freight car 


movement. . 


In 1920 the average freight train was 36.6 cars while in 1927 this had ad- 
vanced to 46.5 cars, an-increase of 27%. Freight trains, being longer, naturally car- 
ried. greater loads. While the average 1920 freight train carried 708 tons of freight, 
in 1927 this had increased to 778 tons, a gain of %.9%. 


Increased efficiency has been reflected, not only.in statistics such as quoted in the 
foregoing but in thé actual service to the public. In 1920 there were severe car short- 
ages, costly to both shippers and railroads. Thére was a tremendous increase in the 
freight traffic of the railroads during the eight years from 1920 through 1927, for 
example the Central of Georgia’s 1927 traffid exceeded that of 1920: by 2,154,317 
tons, or 28.65%. Despite this increase, 1927 witnessed no serious shortage. of equip-. 
ment or tie-up of shipments, and the public received the best railroad service in his- (f= 
tory. This improved service was rendered at no increased cost ‘to the public, but on. | = 
the contrary the Central of Georgia’s average revenue for each: ton Of freight carried | 
ie des one mile was less in 1927 than it was in 1920.

Washington, May 5.—(4)—With the 
promotion of cooperation between the 
commercial, industrial and financial 
interests of the country to insure na- 
tional prosperity its object, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
today began its sixteenth annual meet- 
ing.
